MUMBAI: With digitization of radio set to roll out soon, consumers are 
still unaware of many positive changes the process carries. At a 
special seminar by the Digital Radio Mondiale (DRM) Consortium, the 
key growth points and advantages were highlighted and the current 
status of the roll out was the focus. 


The new DRM digital radio technology will provide Indian listeners 
across the country access to more content choice with improved sound 
quality, as well as access to digital features including text news, 
sports results and automatic disaster warning in multiple languages. 


All India Radio has around 100 per cent coverage across the country on 
medium wave broadcasting and they use short wave for external 
transmissions. But due to industrialization, the transmission quality 
is getting deteriorated. There are a lot of noise issues and listeners 
are not happy with the analogue as far as the domestic coverage is 
concerned, while on the short wave the signal is not available 
frequently. 


These problems of analogue transmissions can well be taken care of 
when radio goes in for digitization. Keeping the same in mind, the 
government of India in its Eleventh Plan decided that AIR and its 


transmission should be digitized. Therefore, a time bound plan was 
worked upon by the Planning Commission in the Eleventh Plan, which 
stated that radio will turn digital by 2017. 


The move will help the transmission quality improve and also enhance 
reach, as the FM band is limited only from 88 Mhz to 108 Mhz with the 
whole band is not available for broadcasting. Moreover, there are a 
number of users with community radio stations coming up, private FM 
stations and there is also the demand for entertainment, sports, news, 
education and more which cannot be catered to by the FM band. 


Speaking at the DRM Consortium, Former AIR chief engineer Yogendra Pal 
said, iAll these demands cannot be met in FM. In FM, at the most we 
can have around 500-600 channels throughout the country. So that is 
not sufficient. At present, AIR has 42 per cent coverage on-air, while 
private FM has only around 20 per cent coverage. Even after the Phase 
III is implemented which will take two years or so, the coverage will 
be around 50 per cent. So, if we want to cover the entire country on 
FM, we donit have the spectrum.i 


And with technology advancements, the existing transmitters will have 
to either be converted into digital or some of them will have to be 
replaced with digital. The only difference will be that the listener 
will have to purchase a different receiver to receive the digital 
signals. 


It will certainly be a chance to take, to witness if users get 
accustomed to this change as FM is very popular even as compared to 
medium and short wave transmission. 


iFM quality is certainly better. Secondly FM receivers have also come 
in mobile phones now and there is a huge expansion there. Today we 
have more than 600 million mobile phone receivers in the country, and 
people enjoy listening there and FM is available on that. The 
government has also allowed private stations to come on FM, they are 
not allowed on medium wave and short wave because there is a 
competition available on FM,i he added. 


He further stated that with post digitization, no spectrum will be 
saved because itis a broadcast band which will be used only for that 
purpose. There will be a lot of advantages as in analogue they could 
only provide one program per transmitter, but in digital they can give 
upto four programs on the same transmitter and the quality is that of 
FM with a stereo service. 


There are different systems on digital and AIR has adopted the system 
known as DRM, which is being used for external broadcast service by 
most of the country. 


AIR currently has around 146 medium wave transmitters of different 
power. The highest is 1000 KW. There are three transmitters of the 
kind, one each in Rajkot, Kolkata and Nagpur. The Nagpur transmitter 
is used for national service, and FM is mainly being used for 
entertainment programs. 


The technology is just being introduced in the country and might take 
a lot of time to be implemented. AIRis Rajkot transmitter has been 
energized into digital showcasing signs that it is just coming in. 


Pal stated, iThere are 60 crore radio sets in our country but are all 
analogue. DRM will enable the simulcast mode in analogue and digital. 
The government of India has approved around 72 transmitters of AIR to 
be digitized and once they are operational 70 per cent of the 
listenership will be able to get the digital reception on radio. So 
the coverage of Vividh Bharati will grow from 10-12 per cent currently 
to 70 per cent.i 


Another plus point is that you donit have to tune your station by the 
number of frequency. So the user will have to have a kind of display 
screen to show what station they can select. To work out the same, a 
listener will need a separate receiver which has a display screen like 
mobile phones. It will display the stations which are available and we 
can select one similar to what we do on mobiles. 


Apart from that, there is also a provision that the broadcaster will 
define his service is available from which all transmitters so that 
the receiver can select the particular transmitter to enable listening 
when in no coverage zones as the listener travels. 


In terms of content, it is stated to bring about very important 
features with the most highlighted one being a disaster management 
system. If there is a warning message, whichever station the user is 
listening to, it will automatically tune in to that message. 


It will also have a number of value added services to say what is 
coming up next, cricket score or breaking news. You can give all that 
in test mode. If digital receivers come in mobile phones, listeners 
can access it from those devices as well. Attempts are being made for 
the same. 


iIn India, there are two kinds of requirements. One is the existing 
mobile phones and secondly the new handsets which should come with 
these digital receivers. Attempts are also being made that cars can 
have such receivers as well,i he expressed (via Alokesh Gupta, 
dx_india yg via DXLD)

The decision of the nationwide commercial religious (Catholic) 
broadcaster is a consequence of the economic crisis in Portugal, which 
led to serious cuts in advertising revenues, forcing media (including 
radio stations) to cost reduction. The affected txs were chosen 
because they are located in regions already served by VHF-FM 
transmitters: 97.5 kHz Portel (near ..vora), 100.8 MHz Maia (tx in 
Valongo - near Oporto), 106.4 Viseu & 102.2 MHz Palmela (near Set’bal, 
covering also Lisbon).

well acquainted with the many virtuous postings, initiated by IBB 
officialdom, regarding, among other things, the need for employees to 
be courteous to one another. 


After so many years of empty promises, weive taken such haranguing 
with a grain of salt, which is good because the latest incident 
involving rudeness on the part of an Agency manager reminds us why 
that team has consistently been rated pretty much the worse in 
government. 


The incident also reminds us that, as far as Agency managers are 
concerned, egos still rule. They ruled when they had U.S. taxpayers 
pay half a billion dollars in the Hartman v. Albright case they knew 
the Agency would lose, but refused to settle for over a decade. Egos 
ruled as OCB employees were illegally dismissed, and egos still rule 
as these employees lose their homes, go into bankruptcy and watch 
their families disintegrate because Agency managers refuse to comply 
with the decisions of a federal arbitrator and the FLRA to reinstate 
them in the jobs that were wrongfully taken from them. 


Egos ruled when employees of the VOA Arabic Service were illegally 
denied jobs with Radio Sawa, and sued, a lawsuit that cost U.S. 
taxpayers well over $600 000 dollars. Egos still rule as the Agency 
refuses to settle a lawsuit by U.S. citizen employees illegally denied 
jobs and promotions, even after a federal arbitrator and the FLRA 
ruled against Agency officials. 


Egos ruled when former Radio Free Europe/Radio Liberty president 
Steven Korn fired most of Radio Libertyis Russian service staff. 
Consideration was lacking of the disastrous impact this decision would 
have on employeesi lives and on U.S. foreign policy. 


And egos apparently still ruled last week when Kornis ally, Masha 
Gessen, an Agency manager, chose to publicly humiliate one of the 
members of the BBG, Governor Victor Ashe. (See World Affairs Journal: 


http: //www.worldaffairsjournal.org/blog/judy-bachrach/moscow-Potomac 


Gessen, who theoretically should show respect to Mr. Ashe, not only 
because she is a subordinate of the BBG, but because as those garish, 
bordering-on-silly posters, displayed by management officials at the 
VOA (although perhaps not at Radio Liberty), remind employees to show 
ibasic courtesyi to one another. Gessen displayed the type of 
unconscionable behavior on the part of management that we at AFGE 
Local 1812 have become all too familiar with - posters 
notwithstanding. 


As we have said for many months, itis time for Congress and the White 
House to reassert control of an Agency whose managers have spun out of 
control. The Agency is not, as its managers seem to believe, a private 
fiefdom to be cut up and dispose of as they please, or a source of 
double-dipping for managers rehired by their pals shortly after they 
retire. 


The Voice of America and the other organizations within the BBG are 
important tools of U.S. public diplomacy which should go back to 
serving U.S. taxpayers and national interests, rather than the narrow, 
ego-driven interests of a small group of entrenched bureaucrats 
pushing a flawed strategic plan (AFGE Local 1812 via DXLD) 


SEQUESTRATION: A SOLUTION 


We have several suggestions for management on ways to deal with the 
cuts made necessary by the sequestration process: 


i Cancel or renegotiate the Broadcasting Board of Governors (BBG) 50- 
million-dollar contract with the Gallup Organization. If we look at 
all the Reuters ifilleri stories now on the VOA English-Language web 
site, or the precipitous decline in listenership of Radio Libertyis 
Russian service, we already know that no amount of surveying will 
assist us in increasing our audiences. 


i Remove all those former managers who were re-hired as consultants as 
soon as they became retired annuitants. They donit need to supplement 
their retirement income, but we need more 
broadcasters/reporters/producers. 


i Settle the class actions against the Agency. The tab is running up, 
up and up. The law says that any settlement has to come out of an 


Agencyis funds. Managers are mortgaging the Agencyis future by piling 
up legal debts. 


i Get rid of Executivesi special assistants who canit show theyire 
doing something useful for the Agency including the coordination of 
alleged morale improvements or organizing classes in cosmetics or 
writing reports that go into a bureaucratic black hole. 


i Find new managers with people skills who know how to manage both 
resources and employees. Otherwise, we'll end up as an international 
disgrace and laughingstock which is what happened with the Russian 
Service of Radio Liberty (AFGE Local 1812 via DXLD)

BBG BUDGET REQUEST REFLECTS STRATEGIC PRIORITIES AND GLOBAL MEDIA 
ENVIRONMENT --- April 10, 2013 


Washington, DC - The Broadcasting Board of Governors (BBG) today 
released its FY 2014 budget request to help U.S. international media 
meet its strategic priorities in light of dynamic global media 
environments and current spending constraints. 


"Tight budgets require us to prioritize the use of our resources even 
as we strive to make the best use of 21st century opportunities to 
inform, engage, and connect with our audiences," said Michael Meehan, 
chairman of the board's Strategy and Budget Committee. "As is true 
across the federal government, we have to take a hard look at spending 
-- seeking efficiencies wherever possible and limiting the impact on 
our mission-critical work." 


For FY 2014, the BBG has requested $731 million for U.S. international 
media. The request contains proposed investments designed to increase 
the impact and reach of U.S. international broadcasting with $13.9 
million primarily to support critical initiatives to counter violent 
extremism. The investments as a whole would: 


Create a multi-channel, multi-language information and engagement 
initiative targeting youth in the Trans-Sahel region of Africa. 

Provide deeper, on-the ground coverage in the critical Maghreb 
region - the birthplace of the Arab Spring.

The BBG's strategic plan provides the context for the budget request 
and notes that to be competitive in today's complex media markets, the 
agency must innovate as never before.

Proposed shifts include scaling back selected language services to 
reduce overlap, increasing cooperation, and ensuring that broadcasters 
will provide complementary content; streamlining and restructuring 
central news operations; realizing savings in information technology; 
and making other administrative and support reductions in ways that 
will not diminish the agency's ability to execute its mission. 


The FY 2014 budget request includes program, transmission and staffing 


reductions across all the networks -- at the Voice of America, Radio 
Free Europe/Radio Liberty, Radio Free Asia, the Middle East 
Broadcasting Networks, the Office of Cuba Broadcasting -- and the 


International Broadcasting Bureau, in part through efforts to continue 
to restructure operations and end duplication. This includes 
rationalizing distribution through reductions of some cross-border 
(shortwave and medium wave) broadcasts where they have the least 
impact - either because audiences are small, or because people prefer 
to access programs on other, more popular media, including FM radio, 
television, and the Internet. The VOA Greek and RFE/RL Balkan services 
would be closed under this proposed budget.

Message from IBB Director on BBG FY 2014 Budget Request 


Dear Colleagues, The work you do to promote freedom of information and 
to bring truth to audiences around the globe is critical. Our 
journalism is an antidote to censorship and extremist rhetoric, as 
well as a model of free media during this period of volatility in 
global affairs. 


Civilian U.S. international broadcasting remains a strategic 
imperative for the United States, and the Presidentis budget request 
for Fiscal Year 2014 underscores that. That is why the President is 
requesting $731 million for U.S. international broadcasting. This is 
an increase of $18 million over the current budget, which includes the 
sequestration cuts. The budget request is now in the hands of 
Congress. 


Guided by directives from OMB, our 2012-2016 strategic plan, and 
extensive cooperation among the leadership across all the broadcasters 
involved, the budget request includes new investments in Africa, the 
Middle East and Burma, as well as significant ongoing content 
distribution in key markets such as Afghanistan, China, Iran and 
Pakistan. 


Proposed investments of $13.9 million are designed to increase the 
impact and reach of U.S. international broadcasting, primarily in 
support of critical initiatives to counter violent extremism. Among 
them is the creation of a multi-channel, multi-language information 
and engagement initiative targeting youth in the Trans-Sahel region of 
Africa that will boost resources for VOA and MBN. Providing deeper, 
on-the-ground coverage for MBN in the critical Maghreb region fA the 
birthplace of the Arab Spring fA is another strategic investment. In 
addition, we will be engaging new audiences in Burma by investing in 
the creation and distribution of compelling content for satellite TV, 
local affiliates, and digital platforms. And we are realigning 
transmission assets to upgrade service to critical audiences and to 
reduce reliance on external leases. 


Included in the budget request is a legislative proposal to establish 
a Chief Executive Officer (CEO) for all civilian U.S. international 
media. Establishing a CEO is a key objective of the BBG and the 
Administration. The proposal will improve the management and 
efficiency of BBG operations, helping to mitigate the challenges of a 
part-time board.

Tight budgets require us to prioritize the use of our resources even 


as we strive to capitalize on 21st century opportunities to inform, 
engage, and connect with our audiences. As is true across the federal 
government, we have to take a hard look at spending nf seeking 
efficiencies wherever possible and limiting the impact on our mission- 
critical work. 


Unfortunately, reductions are included in our budget. The FY 2014 
budget request includes program, transmission and staffing reductions 
at the Voice of America, Radio Free Europe/Radio Liberty, Radio Free 
Asia, the Middle East Broadcasting Networks, the Office of Cuba 
Broadcasting and the International Broadcasting Bureau, in part 
through efforts to continue to restructure operations and end 
duplication.

In the face of these challenges, our commitment is undiminished to 
working with all of you to improve our workplace culture. It is a 
challenge we can only overcome together, and the channels of 
communication will remain open throughout the budget process so we can 
share as much information as possible.

In 2002, George fell ill and was no longer able 
to lead his ministry. It was decided to break up the various stations. 
The Palau facility, which at the time had two 100 kW transmitters, was 


sold to LeSea Broadcasting, and is now part of the World Harvest Radio 
network. The Lebanon facility was moved into Israel proper, and 
continues to this day as the Voice of Jerusalem. 


The Los Angeles facility was sold to a local Hispanic pastor, who used 
just the 31 metre frequency and rebranded it (in Spanish) as the Voice 
of the Resurrection. He was targeting an audience in Central and South 
America, and ran it for about 8 years. However, he finally ran out of 
resources to continue the operation and the transmitter fell silent 
for a couple of years. Last fall, the pastor approached the people who 
had previously been working with George Otis, and offered to transfer 
the station back to them, if they would continue with George's 
original vision. 


So now, about six months later, the FCC licenses for the two original 
frequencies (9975 & 17775 kHz) have been renewed and are in good 
standing, the enormous log periodic antenna has been inspected and 
certified, funding is in place, and the transmitter building has been 
cleaned out and reorganized. Some maintenance work on signage, antenna 
field fencing, etc. is currently being carried out. The transmitter 
itself has been tested, but troubleshooting remains to be done to 
eliminate spurs. Some of the large tubes will probably also be 
reconditioned before regular transmissions commence. A small studio is 
under construction at the transmitter site, and the goal is to start 
by producing around 4-6 hours daily of English language programming. 
Some of that time will be paid programming (pre-recorded), but a 
substantial amount will be live from the onsite studio, possibly with 
sponsorship. 


There is no set target date for commencing transmissions yet, but you 
are likely to start hearing tests within the next couple of months. In 
time Spanish language programming will be added, and eventually we 
expect there to be more hours in Spanish than in English. We are 
trying to source a 100 kW solid state transmitter that will be more 
energy efficient than the current RCA Ampliphase, and that will also 
permit DRM. More news as events unfold (Ray Robinson, Los Angeles, 
April 14, WORLD OF RADIO 1665, DX LISTENING DIGEST)

CATV SPECTRUM 


For those of you in the CATV business. Is there any industry 
prohibition in using the spectrum that holds CATV channels 70 through 
79? This is roughly 500 to 560 MHz. Here's why I ask: 


I have an in-house analog CATV system that runs up to channel 59. We 
tried inserting a group of DTV signals on channels 70 through 76 and 
it created a real mess on the channels below about 250 MHz. Intermod 
like crazy and no filtering or bandpassing helped much to cure it. I 
am thinking this is some sort of product stew screwing everything up. 


I also learned how critical DTV levels must be in relationship to your 
analog level shelf. The rule of thumb is that DTVs should be about 10 
db below analogs. I am amazed how tight the window between DTV 
overload and DTV unlock can be. 


I noticed that a Time Warner system avoided this spectrum - channels 
70 to 79 - and maybe there was a good purpose for this? 


This reminds me of the good old days where you avoided 97, 98, 99 and 
14 and 15 to stay out of the way of aircraft bands - and maybe a 
little further up to avoid leakage into police frequencies. 


Any input to this would be very appreciated. Remember: When we go 
digital everything will be so much easier (hi, hi) Thanks in advance 
(Karl Zuk, N2KZ, WTFDA via DXLD) 


Here in Grimsby, ON - cable 70,73,74 are analog ... cable 71, 72, 75, 
76, 77, 78, 79 are used for digital. wrh (Bill Hepburn, ibid.) 


I am not in the CATV business, but I played around my box a bit, and 
also negotiated licenses with cable providers. Most systems I am 
familiar with use 50-806 MHz. As Bill Hepburn points out, the analog 
channels end in the 70 area, and those remaining are digital, but not 
necessarily HD. The digital channels use compression to fit six (or 
more) standard definition channels into one 6 MHz wide channel. Just 
where they work the HD channels in, I am not sure. 


You are right about channels 14 and 15 being previously avoided so 
that leakage would not impact aircraft operation. But channels 97-99 
were actually in the FM broadcast band, and ingress from FM stations 
could mess up the video (Allan Dunn, K1UCY, ibid.)

Tecsun CR-1100: Big performer (a la Sony XDR, Sangean HDT) 


Hey all, I know the title is a BOLD assertion for a radio you probably 
haven't heard of. 


So I bought a Tecsun CR-1100 (Amazon - $50) to replace my Grundig $350 
with a broken antenna, dead AM section, scratchy knobs, etc. I noticed 
it by the screen display pictured online to have the same chipset as 
the Grundig G8 - the high performance mini portable radio. So I 
figured it'd be a step up from the S350 for less that I paid for that 
radio several years ago. Win, win. 


Not only is the above the case, but this radio is more significant 
because of its F connector for an external antenna. While not a 
traditional tuner or table radio that most would use in the home 
setup, it offers comparable performance and is very inexpensive. For a 
new DXer or anyone else sick of trying to find an affordable Sony 
tuner, this MIGHT be an option. 


My NON-SCIENTIFIC comparison of the CR-1100 vs Sony XDR-F1HD and 
Sangean HDT-1X. Connected to the same FM-6 antenna at 25' 


Sensitivity: Most difficult to quantify. They're all comparable, 
although the audio quality of the Sony and the way it handles very 
weak signals gives me the impression that it has an edge. The Tecsun 
and Sangean are indistinguishable, IMO. 


Selectivity: If the Sony is a 10/10, the Tecsun is probably a 7.5, and 
the Sangean is a 6. My strongest local (10 miles, 100 kW) gives the 
Sony almost no issue, while the Tecsun, while still usable, has 
noticeable splatter on the adjacents. Nashville 50-100 kW locals 
(beaming toward them) at 20-40 miles are no factor for the Sony, and 
raise the noise floor only slightly on the Tecsun, with some "pops" 
when they hit peaks. The Sangean has major trouble with my 10 mile 
local, and has light but very noticeable splatter on all Nashville 
locals. 


Front end/overload resistance: Hard for me to evaluate as my area is 
not RF dense. Sony and Tecsun have zero issues. Sangean has some minor 
imaging when pointed into the 10 mile 100 kW local. 


It is digital and tunes in .1 MHz steps. I also forgot to mention, 
speaking of the tuner, that it can tune down to the 70 MHz area / 
Japanese FM band, in case that is useful to anyone. [should start at 
76 MHz --- gh] 


What I like most about the Tecsun: 
1. Signal meter. Measured in 2 digit "db" units. So much better than 
the useless S-meters on the Sangean and Sony. Very nice to find nulls 


and peaks when aiming the antenna. 


2. Interface. Very easy to use, with knobs for tuning, volume and 
audio tone. 


3. Performance for the price. I paid $50 with free shipping on Amazon. 
Half the price of the Sony when it was new, 1/4th of what a new HDT-1x 
went for (don't know what it costs now). 

What I don't like: 

1. No RDS 

2. Very dramatic "soft mute". Listening to a weak signal you have to 
crank the volume, which will blast you out if you scroll past a local. 
I imagine this would get annoying if using for Ms or Es with widely 


variable signals. 


3. Cheap, lightweight feeling. The box it came in featured prominent 


Chinese writing. No indication of whether it will last though; the 
Sony seemed great but I've had one go completely dead on me, and my 
remaining 2 both have minor problems. 


4. Audio quality through the output jack is not great (although from 
the speaker it sounds very good). 


In summary, I think that for the price, this is a radio to consider. 
Simply for its strong performance, price, and multi-functionality 
(still a good portable radio, alarm clock, and has a good AM section 
as its smaller Grundig/Tecsun counterparts). That being said, if you 
want a really, really good radio, the Sony XDR runs circles around 
everything else, in my opinion. I keep the Sangean around only for 
it's "HD off" mode and it's superb RDS. Cheers, (Bryce Foster - K4NBF,

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Highlights of Solar and Geomagnetic Activity 08 - 14 April 2013 


Solar activity was at very low to high levels during the period. The 
period began at low levels that persisted until early on 11 April. 


At 11/0716 UTC, solar activity reached high levels as Region 1719 
(N11, L=077, class/area Eki/290 on 12 April) produced an M6/3b flare 
with Type II (estimated speed 1370 km/s) and Type IV radio sweeps, a 
Tenflare (470 sfu), and an associated asymmetric full halo coronal 
mass ejection (CME) with an estimated plane-of-sky speed of 1142 
km/s. On 12 April, solar activity reached moderate levels as Region 
1718 (N21, L=109, class/area Dkc/510) produced an M3 flare at 
12/2038 UTC. Solar activity decreased to low levels on 13 April with 
a further decrease to very low levels on 14 April as the majority of 
the regions on the visible disk decreased in either area or 
complexity. 


Greater than 10 MeV and greater than 100 MeV proton events were 
observed during the period associated with the 11 April M6/3b flare. 
The greater than 10 MeV proton event began at 11/1055 UTC, reached a 
peak flux of 114 pfu at 11/1645 UTC, and ended at 12/2210 UTC. The 
greater than 100 MeV proton event began at 11/0940 UTC, reached a 
peak flux of 2 pfu at 11/1400 UTC, and ended at 11/1955 UTC. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit was 
normal to moderate levels through the period. 


Geomagnetic field activity was at quiet levels until late on 13 
April when a geomagnetic shock was observed in ACE/SWEPAM data 
associated with the 11 April CME. At 13/2215 UTC, the total field 
(Bt) increased from 4 nT to 10 - 13 nT, while the solar wind speed 
increased from approximately 365 km/s to 480 km/s. An associated 
geomagnetic sudden impulse was observed in the Boulder magnetometer 
(29 nT) at 13/2255 UTC. This produced an unsettled period to end the 
UTC day on 13 April. By 14 April, the geomagnetic field continued to 
be under the influence of the 11 April CME. Total field was variable 
between 4 and 14 nT while the Bz component of the interplanetary 
magnetic field was mostly positive between 1 - 12 nT with brief 
southward deflections to a maximum of -7 nT. Solar wind speed 
reached a maximum of 558 km/s at 14/0443 UTC before slowly 
decreasing to end the period near 460 km/s. The geomagnetic field 
responded with quiet to unsettled conditions on 14 April with a 
brief period of active to minor storm conditions mid-day at high 
latitudes. 


FORECAST OF SOLAR AND GEOMAGNETIC ACTIVITY 15 APRIL - 11 MAY 2013 


Solar activity is expected to be at very low to low levels with a 
chance for an M-class flare from 15 April to 18 April when Regions 
1718 and 1719 depart the visible disk. Very low to low levels are 
expected from 19 April to 28 April. From 29 April to 11 May, solar 
activity is expected to be at very low to low levels with a chance 
for M-class flaring as Regions 1718 and 1719 return to the visible 


disk. 
No proton events are expected at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit is 
expected to be at moderate to high levels on 16 - 18 April due to 
CME effects. Moderate to high levels are expected again on 25 April 
- @2 May due to coronal hole high speed stream (CH HSS) effects. 
Normal to moderate levels are expected for the rest of the period. 


Geomagnetic field activity is expected to be quiet to unsettled on 
15 April due to residual effects from the 11 April CME. Mostly quiet 
conditions are expected from 16 - 22 April. On 23 April, a recurrent 
CH HSS is expected to move into geoeffective position causing 
unsettled to active conditions with continuing quiet to unsettled 
conditions on 24 April. From 25 - 26 April, another recurrent CH HSS 
is expected to become geoeffective causing unsettled to active 
conditions. From 27 April until the end of the forecast period, 
mostly quiet conditions are expected to prevail.

Solar activity will continue to fluctuate at solar flux levels between 
90 - 130 s.f.u. during next few weeks. Occurrence of isolated C class 
flares is expected, some isolated M class flares are likely, X flares 
are unlikely. 


Geomagnetic field will be: 

quiet on April 20 - 22, May 1-4, 6-7, 9, 

mostly quiet on April 16, 18, 29 - 30, May 5, 8, 10, May 13, 
quiet to unsettled on April 17, 19, 27 - 28, May 11 - 12 
quiet to active on April 23, 25 

active to disturbed on April 24, 26 


High probability of changes in solar wind which may cause changes in 
magnetosphere and ionosphere is expected on April 24 - 27 (max. on 
26), May 4, 9 - 14 (max. on 11). 


Remarks: 

- Parenthesis means lower probability of activity enhancement. 

- If during present year solar activity will not reach a similar or 
higher level as in November 2011, then 2012 will remain to be the 
maximum of 24 cycle (R = 70) - and vice versa.
